Paul 
had previously won his heat race, 
beating out all the 100cc's and 
qualifying for the trophy dash. The 
fans as well as the riders were ab- 
Ssolutely amazed at Paul's ability to 
get around the conrse on his small 
bike. so quickly. Third place went 
to Gary Calkins on a new Yamaha 
Twin. 

The 250cc trophy dash winner was 
Ray McCarty from Lancaster on a Husq- 
varna, Ray thrilled the fans with his 
unorthodox riding skill. For many years, 
Ray competed in Europe and developed 
a European type dirt riding habit of go- 
ing through the corners in full slide 
with his feet on the pegs. Even though 
Ray won the 250cc trophy dash, he had 
mechanical problems in the 250cc main 
event and did not get started until three 
laps had been completed.

California's Jerry Seguin was the 
fastest qualifying Amateur with a one 
mile time of 40.79. In the yellow-plate 
main eventhe challenged the leader Jack 
Warren for four laps until Jerry's skid 


~ shoesbroke, and he finished next to last.) 


Dick Yaeger closed up from 8th place 
to challenge Warren, but the leader then 
merely stretched his advantage to five 
lengths. 

In the first Amateur heat race, Seguin 
was leading when it was stopped at three 
laps owing to a serious crash which 
took the life of a racer from Marion, 
Ohio, Bill Corbin. Northern California 
rider Rick Vetter was taken to the hos- 
pital. with severe head injuries, Joe 
Schmidt of Concord, Calif. suffered 
minor fractures and Tim Harris walked 
away. The: crash occurred when Jack 
McNairy went down and the others went 
wide to avoid hitting him. McNairy was 
not involved. 

California hotshoe Johnny Isaacs 
failed to make the show.

Nix was 
next to go out on lap 30, leaving 
Nixon and Mann to fight side by 
side. This time “We Try Harder” 
was Gary’s slogan and he held num- 
ber two slot. Then Sam Tanner un- 
loaded on lap 31, while running in 
the top five. 

Meanwhile, back in the pack, Bart 
Markel and Roger Reiman began to close 
up and by the last seven laps 30,000 
fans stood cheering for their favorites, 
It was a four-way go for second place. 
Only half the field was still racing and 
the 6th place man had been lapped. 

Maybe Mert Lawwill was running that 
Harley awfully lean, or maybe the plug 
was just a heat range off. Some little 
thing like that put a hole in one of his 
pistons and blew Mert’s chance at the 
50-mile title and gold for the second 
year in a row. 

Just as he crossed the finish line 
completing his 48th mile, Lawwill’s 
piston let go. He chuffed once more 
around the track, losing his 17 second 
lead and finally retired to the pits, one 
lap shy of finishing. 

Bart Markel, his rear Pirelli already 
shredded to the tube by the hard track, 
took over the lead on the last lap. Out 
of the final turn Reiman passed Mann 
for 3rd position.

finish and at the crucial line Gary led it 
by just six inches over Bart. 

Last year Markel lost a similar de- 
cision to Ralph White by one foot 
distance.

WHAT HAPPENED TO 
EVERYBODY ELSE 


Gene Romero flew in fresh from his 
Friday Night Ascot TT win only to crash 
on lap 2 in the Championship, He missed 
20 laps but got back in to finish 17th. 

Larry Palmgren went out on lap 11. 
Babe DeMay retired on lap 12. Mel 
Lacher was out by lap 17 and Chris 
Draayer went out on lap 32 with engine 
troubles, Only half of the 20-man field 
finished the National. Eight Expert 
riders showed up for a crack at the 
richest purse in American dirt racing. 

Don Haaby blew a piston in his heat 
race. Jim Nicholson was not seen at 
Springfield. Of the other Californians 
who qualified for the heat races, Mike 
Van Ness ran slow, as did Al Gunter 
and Cal Rayborn. Elliot Schultz blew in 
his heat and his stablemate Guy Louis 
was not fast enough. Nor was Johnny 
Hall, from the Bay Area. 

Heat races took the first five to the 
final event. Gene Romero set fastest 
qualifying time on his Triumph at 39.77 
for the mile. He won the first heat race 
as well. Race #2 was a close one be- 
tween Dick Mann (first) Sam Tanner 
(2nd) and Gary Nixon. Heat race #3 fin- 
ished in this order: Markel, Nix, Chuck 
Palmgren, Neil Keen. Babe DeMay and 
Eddie Mulder dueled all the way for 5th, 
with Babe getting it by exactly half a 
length. Dick Hammer failed to win a 
transfer position. 

Heat #4 was the fastest of the 10- 
mile battles with Lawwill running away 
to a 6 minute, 45.2 second victory. 

Nixon's win was the first for Triumph 
at Springfield. It was tuned by Baltimore 
technician Cliff Guild. In seven years 
there have been seven different winners 
at Springfield.

WHAT KIND OF A NUT READS 
CYCLE NEWS? 


As one thousand of our subscribers 
already know, Cycle News last month 
mailed out a sample questionnaire to 
learn something about our readers. Over 
six hundred copies have been received 
so far, and the information they give us 
is just short of astonishing! We had al- 
ready suspected that those who “read 
all about it in Cycle News" were well- 
informed, intelligent and among the 
upper echelon of American sporting 
enthusiasts... but we had no inkling that 
they would measure up quite so high! 

After tallying up the responses, we 
found our readers to be plant managers 
and skilled operators, electronics en- 
gineers, principals and professors, su- 
pervisors and students ... people from 
many walks of life. Everyone told us a 
little about themselves on our un-signed 
questionnaire. Through the answers re- 
ceived, we have averaged-out a statisti- 
cal “portrait” of the average reader of 
Cycle News. (However, we find very 
little about our reader that could be 
considered “average” by any means!) 

The composite picture of a typical 
Cycle News subscriber makes him 
twenty-seven and a half years old. He is 
in a skilled profession earning about 
$13,400 a year and owns 2.4 motor- 
cycles (in the immediate family). 

They list boating, skindiving and 
hunting as their other major interests 
in addition to cycling. Our readers’ 
favorite “Indoor sports" shows that 
they are well-adjusted ... and most of 
them have a keen sense of humor! 

The average Cycle News reader has 
been riding motorcycles (a surprising) 
eight years... starting before the *Honda 
Revolution", and has lived in the same 
location for approximately twenty years, 
which means our reader is among the 
more stable of our nomadic American 
population. 

For the most part, they ride imported 
bikes, and “might consider” the pur 
chase of a new motorcycle within the 
next year. Our average reader is not 
now a member of a M/C club or organi- 
zation, although the responses were 
just about half-and-half between past 
and present members and independents. 

The favorite activity turns out to be 
off-the-road riding, with a preference 
for scrambles and cow-trailing (again, 
an almost evenly divided vote between 
road and dirt riders plus touring, and 
all-out dirt riders). Almost every one 
plans to attend a motorcycle race in the 
near future and as for being a race 
participant the answer was “maybe”. 

At the end of each questionnaire, we 
asked for suggestions for improvements. 
Nine out of ten subscribers listed 
“better mail service” as their only 
gripe. We confronted our local Post- 
master with this evidence and they 
have promised to speed up their end of 
things. If you, as a subscriber, do not 
find that your service improves within 
the next few weeks, please notify your 
local Post Office. If that doesn’t work, 


please write Cycle News. In remote 
areas, it may be necessary to pay an 
additional $5.00 for a First Class mail 
subscription to be sure of getting your 
paper by Saturday. 


BOY, DID THEY GET A WRONG 
NUMBER! 


Last week employees of Pacific 
Telephone Company in Los Angeles 
were handed a vicious, cheaply printed 
brochure titled "MURDER CYCLESeIs 
the Ride Worth the Price?" No name 
appears on the pamphlet, but reference 
to *employees" indicates the brochure 
was issued under the aegis of the 
company. 

Mr. Gordon L. Hough, Vice President 
and General Manager of Pacific Tele- 
phone, stated Monday that he has no 
knowledge of the pamphlet and had not 
yet seen it. Apparently it was issued 
without his approval by some overzeal- 
ous anti-motorcycle fanatic in the lower 
ranks. Whether the thing was printed 
with phone company funds is also not 
known. 

The two inside pages, headlined 
“The Murdercycle Trail” purports to 
depict graphically the route to *inevita- 
ble mayhem” starting at. ^Murdercycle 
Manor (motorcycles for sale)," leading 
to *Tragedy gap", *Body & Bones Hos- 
pital," and finally to "Cycle Cemetary." 
On the back page is a grisly list of in- 
juries purportedly suffered by un-named 
“employees,” and it ends with a mis- 
leading set of statistics implying that 
motorcycles are“270times as dangerous 
as automobiles.” Quotations from the 
recent erronious Time Magazine piece 
(see Vol. III #31 Cycle News) are in- 
cluded to poison the well of safety 
education by stating that “the motor 
cycle safety situation is just about 
hopeless” and “the ‘motorbike... is it 
worth the inevitable mayhem, death and 
economic loss?” 

Mr. Hough said that his company is 
very much concerned with safety for its 
employees. If this concern is sincere, 
we trust that Mr. Hough will find out 
who is responsible for issuing such a 
disreputable, naive piece of trash and 
put a stop to it. To imply that the motor- 
cycle is inherently a weapon .of self- 
destruction is the sickest approach we 
have encountered toward solving a pro- 
blem that is of greatest concern to all 
of us. 

There are several things that em- 
ployers can do to help make cycle riding 
safer for their people. Both Honda and 
the AMA offer good films on safety. 
These can be gotten free. Suzuki has a 
fine booklet on safety that should have 
been passed out to employees instead 
of “hate literature.” And very soon we 
hope to announce a live-and-film show 
and demonstration on motorcycle safety, 
hosted by a leading AMA racer, which 
will tour high schools, colleges and 
large companies. 

(Note—After speaking with Mr. Hough 
we received a call from a Mr.Randolph of 
Pacific Telephone. He apologized for 
the negative approach of the offensive 
pamphlet and promised to issue another, 
prepared with the help of Cycle News, 
to strike amore responsible blow against 
accidents on 2-wheelers.)

la Valley M.C. For this event, all 
AMA District #37 rules were en- 
forced to the letter with little or no 
complaining fromthe riders affected. 

In the past there has been a 
problem with riders attempting to 
get around a newrule requiring light- 
weight Novices to run with the Ama- 
teurs by removing the engine number 
from those bikes that can be con- 
fused with a larger machine and 
running them as such. Jean Carter, 
AMA District #37 Referee states 





that any motorcycle that does not 
have the manufacturers serial num- 
ber on the cylinder barrel will not 
be allowed in any desert event. 

Another new rule in effect was 
the one requiring separate sanitary 
facilities for men and women. The 
Dusters complied with this by pro- 
viding out-house type buildings. An 
unofficial (and unknown) out-house 
inspector had apparently been do- 
ing his job because boldly embla- 
zoned on the door was the notice 
“District 37 approved”. 

The promoting club had taken 
heed of a suggestion made at the 
last District meeting —— that litter 
barrels be placed in the pit area. 
The Dusters did this by placing 13 
paper trash barrels throughout the 
area. They were used by most of the 
people there with the result that the 
place was much easier to clean up. 
When everyone left, you could hardly 
tell anyone had been there. If all the 
clubs would do this, they would find 
much less opposition from the au- 
thorities when motorcyclists ask for 
the use of an area in the future. 

Another problem that came up 
was the issuance of Amateur cards 
to Expert heavyweight riders that 
have recently switched to the light- 
weight division. Jean Carter, AMA 
District 37 referee informed those 
with this problem that it will be 
taken care of and steps are being 
taken to prevent it's happening in 
the future.

Blueprinting 1: TD1-B

A close examination of World records and racing results over the 
last couple of years would indicate that the TD1B is the most success- 
ful production racer going. The same basic engine is used as a power 
plant in the Ascot flattrack bikes and the past and current perform- 
ances of these machines speak for themselves. However, these suc- 
cesses have been fraught with frustration, dispair and in many cases 


financial hardship. 


If you own, or desire to own a TD1B, there are a great many things 
you can do to improve the reliability and thereby realize a great deal 
more enjoyment from racing. And you'll spend a good deal less time 


and money (and tears) in the bargain. 


Blue Printing the TD1-B 

Let's start with the engine. As you 
may know, there is more than a casual 
resemblance to the YDS3 road machine. 
Since the TD1B engine is based on the 
YDS3, a large number of their parts are 
interchangeable. So should the need 
arise for new parts, you don’t always 
have to go hunting for special nuts, 
bolts, gaskets, etc. etc. As a matter of 
fact you can lift a crank assembly out 
of a road bike and drop it into a TD1B. 
They're the same. 

The biggest difference is in the top 
end. Pistons, cyclinders, heads and 
carburetion are different. The pistons 
are fairly short and since one ring is 
used, it is mandatory that the piston 
tings be changed after every race. 
They’re cheap, and the whole job 
doesn’t take more than a couple of 
hours, no matter how slowly you work. 
The parts are fairly well finished, but 
to achieve top performance it is neces- 
sary to match up the inside diameters 
of the carburetors, insulator blocks and 
the cylinders. 

When finishing up the intake and 
exhaust ports, work up to 1/16" from 





Be sure the insulator block and intake port 
are matched up carefully, This is very im- 
portant, so try and do the best job possible, 
It ll pay off. 


the cylinder, but no closer than that. 
The reason is that the cylinder bores 
are Chrome plated, and there is danger 
of the plating peeling off or from the 
ring catching on a sharp edge (the ex- 
haust port should have a chamfer all 
the way around to prevent this). I take 
a round abrasive stone and very care- 
fully stroke the port edges to remove 
any trace of roughness, The importance 
of this cannot be over-emphasized 
enough. If the chrome starts to peel 
around the exhaust port you might as 
well throw it away and put on a new 
barrel, It only will get worse. 

The heads of the pistons and com- 
bustion chambers should be brightly 
polished also. This helps discourage 
the carbon from building up and caus- 
ing detonation and consequent over- 
heating. The latest type of top end 
needle bearings are the best onesto use, 
The older type had a nasty habit of 
breaking the cage and dropping the 
needles into the lower end. What usual- 
ly happened then was that the needles 
would find their way up into the com- 
bustion chamber and promptly pulverize 
the head of the piston and cylinder 
head. The new-type needle bearings 
will prevent this. If you have the latest 
type TD1B, these needles are already 
installed. The rest of the engine as it 
comes from the factory is fine. 


Frame & Suspension 

The front end is fine just as it comes 
out of the box and barring any head-on 
collisions a long time should elapse 
before the bushings needto be replaced. 
I would replace the brake linings with 
latest type as they are much better. 
These linings come standard on the new 
DIKES. 





“i've come to the conclusion that 
there really aren't any speed secrets 
for the Yamaha TD1-B. The key to 
success is attention to detail s.. neat- 
ness and workmanlike construction.” 
So says Bob Braverman, a man well 
qualified to explain the blueprinting 
process as it is applied to the Yamaha 
production racer, Bob is the current 
holder of the world’s 550cc Drag record 
with a TD1-B. In addition, a Yamaha 
tuned by Bob was ridden to victory in 
the 250cc class by Steve Gibson in a 
recent Carlsbad road race, 

The noted tuner said: “The extra 
effort spent on the small, apparently 
insignificant details makes the differ- 
ence between winners and losers.” 
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Addition of two extra bolts on the mag back- 
ing plate will result in the mag staying put. 
Don't forget to paint rubber cement on the 
backside of point plates. If these things are 
done carefully your mag problems are athing 
of the past, 


Always use a dial indicator and a point 
checker for setting the timing, This is the 
most accurate way of doing the job. Be sure 
the points are pre-set at .010—.012, Turn the 
engine clockwise when setting the timing. 


The frame is pretty good but it 
could stand being beefed up in several 
places. The rear frame tube where the 
right rear engine mount is welded has a 
nasty habit of breaking every now and 
then. Welding additional plates on each 
side of the tube is a good idea. By 
strengthening this area this problem 
can be eliminated. Another problem ex- 
perienced by many TD1B owners is the 
front engine mounts breaking. The 
mounts are too thin. If you've ever re- 
moved the engine from the frame you'll 
notice there is quite a large gap (com- 
paratively speaking) between the frame 
and engine once the mounting bolts 
were removed. When the engine was 
reinstalled the bolts were once more 
tightened up and the frame was pulled 
in to meet the engine. Since the front 
engine mounts are the weak link this 
tension, plus the vibration, would 
eventually crack the mounts. However, 
this is easy to remedy. Install the en- 
gine with a .005 shim on each side 
between the engine and mount. Now 
cut a piece of tubing to fit between the 
two front down tubes just ahead of the 
sump on the bottom of the transmission. 
Now weld this tube in place and you're 
all set, By doing this you're not using 
the engine as a crossmember and also 
you're not putting a large load on the 
front mounts. I put an additional tube 
just above the exhaust pipes on my 
own bikes, but the one on the bottom 
will do the job. The additional tube I 
install above the pipes helps to stiffen 
things up. While on the subject of vi- 
bration it is worth mentioning that all 
nuts and bolts should be safety wired 
or an application of Super 3M applied. 
There is a great deal of high frequency 
vibration on any two stroke, and the 
TD1B is no exception. If you take a 
few extra pains here you may save 
yourself some pain later on should 
something come adrift at high speed. 
That pavement is pretty hard stuff. 


Improving the Magneto 

The next thing to receive attention 
is the magneto. The mag is one of the 
best parts of this engine. It throws a 
good strong spark even when being 
turned over very slowly. The problem 
is in making the timing stay put. The 
way to solve this is as follows: direct- 
ly behind the mag base plate there are 
two tapped holes in the crankcase. By 
drilling and slotting the mag base plate 
you can use these to install two 14 mm 
bolts in addition to the two screws pro- 
vided for that purpose. It will be neces- 
sary to cut the bolt heads down so 
they don’t interfere with the coils. Now 
take the point plates themselves and 
wash them thoroughly in clean solvent. 
Mix a solution of 25% rubber-cement and 
and 75% solvent, and brush this on the 
back side of the plate. A thin film is 
all that is required. Let this dry thor- 
oughly and put the points back on the 
mag. Set the points at .010 to .012 and 
retime the engine using a dial indicator 
in the spark plug hole. You'll find that 
if you've worked carefully, your timing 
problems are over. Once the engine is 
timed it won't slip again. The extra 
bolts on the base plate, plus the film 
of cement keeps everything immobile. 


And So Forth... 


The tires that come as standard 
equipment are just fair. If you intend to 
do any real scratching then the new 
Dunlop tires will be a good investment. 
Goodyear also offers a new tire that 
may be worth looking at. Just remember 
that your tires are the only contact you 
have with the ground, so the best rub- 
ber you use can't be good enough. 

The Yamalia has a tendency to get 
rather sloppy quickly so by cleaning 
the bike thoroughly after every race you 
can detect any small problems before 
they become big ones. I make a prac- 
tice of wiping down the bike between 
heats just as a precaution. And it’s 
paid off. 

I could go on writing for hours on 
this subject but I think this information 
will enable the average privateer to go 
out and compete successfully without 
the usual hassle, Remember, there is 
no substitute for good workmanship. 
The more effort you put in your bike at 
home, the less time you’ll spend work- 
ing, and more fun you'll have at the 
track. Like that old adage says — A 
stitch in time saves nine. 


Cut a standard YDS3 throttle spring in half 
and use one half in each carburetor in place 
of the standard TD1B springs. ki

Beefing the Clutch 


The clutch is another matter. This 
is one of the weak points of the ma- 
chine. However, the clutch can be 
beefed up by some reworking. The big- 
gest problem area is the clutch hub 
itself. It just isn't strong enough if 
you're really scratching. By removing 
the inner and outer plates and trueing 
up the outer and inner parts on a lathe, 
plus making new, heavier plates (.150) 
this problem is eliminated. A local 
machine shop should be able to do this 
for about $20.00. Be sure to assemble 
the clutch with socket-head screws as 
these can be pulled down very tight. 
Don't. forget to use a small center 
punch to interrupt the threads where 
they. come through the other side. This 
prevents the screws from loosening up 
and causing a lot of expensive noises. 
A metal band press-fitted onto the 
outer die cast clutch plate housing 
completes the clutch modifications. 
Since I've been using this type of clutch 
in my road and drag racers, I haven't 
had any clutch problems whatsoever. 
Before that — well, let's not go into 
that. 








The new ring on the right is considerably 
beefier, and the installation of these will 
eliminate any future hub problems, 





Speed Secrets 


Stay away from hopping up the en- 
gine. I've tried a lot of things to extract 
more horsepower but I always go back 
to the basic engine as it comes from 
the factory. True, you can get more 
power, but this narrows up the power 
band considerably and puts an addi- 
tional lead on the engine and drive line. 
Unless you're a super fast rider I 
wouldn't. worry about getting more 
power. If you want an increase in power 
try a larger carburetor. A 29 or 30 mm 
will give you more beans, but you may 
find you'll need the close ratio box 
that comes standard on the new bikes. 
I personally wouldn't recommend it as 
it really ruins the mid-range. If you're 
& real hot shoe you may want to try it. 
If you're not, forget it. By making the 
improvements outlined here you'll be 
considerably faster than someone rac- 
ing an out-of-the-box bike. 

The transmissionis extremely strong 
and the possibility of your doing any 
damage to the gear boxis pretty remote. 
It will take a terrible flogging and come 
back for more, I use 10:30 Shell oil in 
the gear box. 

You'll probably find that #190 main 
jets and BLOEN plugs are a good com- 
bination for the Southern California 
area. If it's an unusually hot day you 
may want to use BLOEN plugs. For 
timing purposes I set the ignition at 
2.10 BTDC. Since every bike is differ 
ent it is impossible to prescribe the 
exact plug and jet requirements, but 
these should be pretty close. If you 
warm the engine up on a set of old 
plugs and then install a fresh set just 
before you race you'll find the engine 
will fire instantly. One little tip that 
will help you start quicker is to screw 
2% or 3 turns instead of the prescribed 
1% turns. Also, on the TD1B it isn’t 
necessary to hit the tank with your 
shoulder as the port timing is fairly 
radical and there isn’t a great deal of 
compression when pushing off in low 
gear. Just push off, release the clutch 
and you'll find the engine turns over 
easily. No fuss, no muss. 











PERRIS VALLEY M.C.—Perris, Cal. 
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With the track surface blowing 
around all day, more broken front 
wheels than we’ve seen in a long 
time, an ambulance call that ran 
the day out to seven o’clock be- 
fore the last flag fell, and some 
hot and heavy racing, Perris Val- 
ley M.C. hosted in their own bail- 
iwick on Sunday. The gate count 
showed a healthy attendance of 
just under 700. 

John Rice on his new Husq- 
varna shook up the 250cc Expert 
gang with his usual display of 
“Good Lord, is he going to make 
it?” style of riding. He took first 
place being very determindly chal- 





lenged by Rollie Clark on a Bul- 
taco. Rollie, who had won the 
125cc class would have dearly 
loved to have taken home two 
trophies, but just couldn't keep 
in front of John. Rice then waded 
into the 21" class on his 305cc 


Honda and took that by storm. 

The “Flying W's" Wilborn and 
Wheat on Triumphs, took up their 
battle for the Open Expert class 
where they had left off the Sunday 
before at Prado, and Larry Wilborn 
suffered a broken front wheel.

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Geoffrey Ryan's 250cc Parilla managed fourth place at Cotati. Hate to confess but the “‘speed 
lines’’ are a bush in the out-of-focus foreground, 
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It was a short course and Ron Grant made quick work of it with both à 
speedy 250cc water cooled Bultaco TSS and a pushrod BSA 500 on August 14 
at Cotati Raceway near Santa Rosa, California. 

Grant’s sleek two-stroke roared to victory in the 250 and 350 Grand Prix 
classes, then he switched machines to take a first with the big ones, too. 

Grant was second into the first turn in the 250 event, following Honda 
mounted Dave Burchards, but by lap two he had gained the lead and began 
turning laps in 1 minute 13 seconds. If this seems a bit quick for Cotati it is 
because the course was cut to about 1.5 miles to make it easier for specta- 
tors to see and to encourage closer dicing. 

A victim of some of that dicing was Burchards, who was passed by 
Yamaha-mounted Ron Pierce while Grant worked to lengthen his lead. Behind 
Pierce came Geoff Ryan on a Parilla followed by Bob Cambou (Yamaha) and 
Tom Finlay (Yamaha). The group finished in that order. 

For the 350 Race, Grant again came to the grid, this time facing a gag- 
gle of bored-out Hondas. Foremost among these was Art Baumann of Team 
Cutlass who gave Grant his hardest fight. Baumann's racing partner Dick 
Kilgroe led into the first turn followed by Baumann, Jay Hemingway and 
Grant. 

By lap two, Baumann had gained the lead and Grant had made it to sec- 
ond place followed by Kilgroe, Hemingway and Phil Terranella, all Honda 
mounted. 

By lap three Grant had nipped into the lead and was never headed. He

was followed home by Baumann, Hemingway, Kilgroe and Terrannella. 

In the 500 GP, Grant got off badly and was far back in the pack as Phil 
Makanna on a Manx Norton led into the first turn. On the third go-round, Grant 
climbed up to fourth place, edged Dick Kilgroe for third one lap later, got 
past open class winner Haywire Haynes (Tri.) on lap six and began stalking 
Makanna. 

Grant got by on the eighth lap, turning another 1 minute 13.5 second lap 
and raced home to victory followed by Makanna Haynes, and Kilgroe. 

The 250 and under production race provided a screaming finish as Art 
Baumann's leading Suzuki X-6 broke a connecting rod and ended the race as 
a "125." Baumann had built up à good lead when the right rod went on the 
last lap. He limped home as second-place B. Anderson gave his allto catch 
him. It was a close one but Baumann made it tothe line a split-second ahead. 

Freddy Muhlberg was the victim of Keystone-Koppery in the 500 produc- 
tion race. While nearing the *ton" on the straight, Fred's leathers came un- 
zipped and,as he said later, *I was ballooning out like Batman or something. . 
It almost tore me off the bike." Freddy made an unplanned pit stop long 
enough for his wife to re-zip him, and then tore off to try and catch the pack. 
It was a hard ride but he was successful and crossed the line ahead of G. 
Davis (Honda) and John Redd on a 1951 OHC Norton International. 

Ducati-mounted Ralph LeClercq clinched his 175cc AFM title by win- 
ning that class at Cotati.

In an effort to understand this disaster which had struck the industry 
and, more important, find out what to do about it, Cycle News spoke with 
distributors, dealers and officials of the California Highway Patrol, under 


whose letterhead the edict was issued. 


Industry spokesmen were bewildered. “We’ve resubmitted our lights to 
Sacremento four times now,” says Jack Steel of Gilera. “The requirements 
aren’t too clear, but we think we’ve got it right this time. We expect clear- 


ance in a few days.” 


Montesa importer Kim Kimball fears the news release may put a lot of 
small people out of business. One dealer who handles several of the inde- 
pendent brands says he is left with only one line to sell— Norton. “I might 
as well close up until this thing is straightened out,” says another. 

Inspector Adrian Dillon, Executive Assistant to the Commissioner in 
Sacramento and Inspector Howard Amborn of the CHP in Los Angeles both 
said they were not sure how the ban was going to be enforced. Neither could 
say whether it affected sports machines which were not to be operated on the 
road, or whether individual owners would be penalized for the manufacturer’s 


infractions. 


Kimball said he was “very upset” by the announcement since he has 
“tried repeatedly” to get his brands approved, only to be frustrated at every 
step. “It seems there are only four factories in the world that make approved 
plastic for the tail light lenses,” says Kim. “They leave it to us to guess 
who, and then try to deal with them for our plastic. We need at least another 
30 days for testing and approval, then the factory will need another month to 


produce the goods.” 


Jack Steel feels that the approval time could be shortened considerably 
if the department would test all of a unit at once and not just send it back 
when one part proved faulty. “We fix one thing and send it back and then 
they discover something else wrong that we could have changed the first 


time around if we had known.” 


Cycle News has asked the CHP to clarify their destructive edict and we 
have pleaded on behalf of the industry for a 30-60 day moratorium on enforce- 
to permit importers to correct the deficiencies. At press time no statement 
has been received. Apparently the policy makers of the CHP are bent on 
destroying an important segment of the State’s economy by declaring its 
goods contraband. But nobody seems to know. 


BULLETIN AS WE GO TO PRESS 


Word has just been received from 
the California Highway Patrol clari- 
fying their ban on two dozen brands 
(see facsimile reproduction on page 
4). First, not all models of the listed 
makes are banned from sale. Many 
standard models have approval and 
can be ‘sold. 


SPORTING BIKES OKAY FOR SALE 

The ban will not affect motor- 
cycles which are sold for only off- 
road use. The law will be enforced 
by checking each motorcycle regis- 
tration as it is received in the De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles Regis- 
tration bureau in Sacramento. Models 
which failed to pass the exhaustive 
tests at the CHP Berkeley testing 
facility will be noted and a complaint 
will be issued against the dealer 
who sold the machine and his dis- 
tributor. Sports machines which are 
unlicensed for road use can still be 
sold. 

In November, 1965 manufacturers 
with unapproved equipment were ad- 
vised that they would have until 
March 1, 1966 to correct the defici- 
encies. Most were able to comply.

For Sunday's race at Austin the 
grandstands were packed.

So if a guy makes the 
final, with all the money in it, and his 
bike doesn’t make it or he crashes, he’s 
rode for nothing. Being in one of the 
first four spots in his heat race didn’t 
do him any good, if there was money in 
the heat he would have made something, 
even if he didn’t make it in the final. 
These are AMA rules and they should 
not be rearranged by anyone except the 
AMA where they apply. In the final Fred 
Nix took the win, with a taped together 
frame.

How to Watch a Road Race 
The main subject of this week’s 
column is how to enjoy watching a 





and can claim such notables as 
World Champions Mike Hailwood and 
Hugh Anderson, as well as Tony 
Murphy and John Buckner in this 
country. 

Your columnist confesses to also 
being hooked by the knee out habit 
when cornering. So next time you 
see that rider’s knee dangling out in 
a most untidy fashion at least you 
will know there is a reason for all 
those racing gymnastics. 

There are a couple of actions 
that you may observe at a road race

what goes on in a road race. Natu- 
rally, the first thing a race fan is 
interested in is speed. The best 
indication of speed in a corner, 
which is based mostly on rider abil- 
ity, is the degree or angle of lean. 
Given equal ground clearance, the 
closerthe various parts ofthe motor- 
cycle (fairing, exhaust pipes etc.) 
are to the ground, the faster that 
rider is going around the bend. This 
ofcourse, brings up a problem for 
the rider. Past a certain point the 
motorcycle cannot be leaned without 
coming unstuck from the pavement. 
The next point to look for — how to 
increase ground clearance or de- 
crease the lean angle. 

The method used most often is 
to hang off the motorcycle to the in- 
side of the turn and thus place more 
weight to the inside, picking the 
bike up somewhat. This explains all 
the knees you may see poking out 
from behind the fairings on corners. 


This is when the rider assumes a 
prone position with his chin on the 
gas tank. The reason of course, is 
obvious—to decrease wind resistance 
and thus increase top speed as well 
as allow the rider a moments rest. 
When the rider reaches his braking 
point he pops up from behind the 
fairing, which allows him to see the 
corner as well as providing consid- 
erable extra braking from wind 
resistance. 

A streamlined fairing is good for 
at least 20% gain in top speed, 
which explains their popularity. 
Road racing requires the rider to 
have split second reflexes because 
of the high speeds involved and al- 
so hairline judgement. You can’t 
*shoe" through a 100 mph corner on 
asphalt. 

Do yourself à favor and watch the 
coming events section of this paper 
forthe next road race.
